The Chicago committee headed 
by May or Cermak secured an a d­ 
ditio nal loan of $ 5,000,000 for un ­

Washington as a direct 
loan to 
the State of Illinois although 9 0 
per cent of the funds

The obligation 
is as 
binding 
against the tax pay ers of the state 
as a bond issue would be and the 
entire amount 
of the 
principal, 
with 3 per cent interest, must be

tio n. T he funds obtained are ex ­ 
pected to take care 
of Chicago’s 
needs only until November 1, and 
befo re that date the Cermak com ­ 
mittee states th a t it

With the recent loan the total 
obligation of the state to the Fed­ 
eral board is now over $14 000.000.

The bulk of 
these loans as well as 9 2 per cent 
o f the $18 ,750,000 state emergency 
relief fund, has all been spent in

sults. After securing the new $5 - 
000.000 loan. May or Cermak 
was 
quoted in the Chicago 
press 
as 
admitting that if the Chicago peo­ 
ple would pay their just tax es it 
wo u ld not be necessary to seek re ­ 
lief loans at W ashington. Chicago 
is pay ing no tax es this y ear, h av­ 
ing postponed the
